SUSPENDING THE FIRST CABLES. Before any spinning 
of the main suspension cables could begin, four 2-inch 
American Tiger Brand Wire Ropes were strung from 
anchorage to towers and from tower to tower.

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First Wagner Unit at Baltimore to Cost $25,000,000 


Consolidated Gas Electric Light and 
Power Co., of Baltimore, has announced 
that its 1952 construction program for 
expansion of its plant and facilities will 
amount to approximately $65,000,000. 
Nearly $26,000,000 of the figure repre- 
sents the unfinished portion of projects 
already under way. From $27,000,000 to 
$28,000,000 of the total program will be 
spent for new plant and facilities in 1952 
and the remainder in subsequent years 

President Charles P. Crane, stated that 
work already under way includes two 
new electric generating units with a total 
capacity of 175,000 kilowatts—a 100,000 
kilowatt unit scheduled to be completed 
and put in service at the Company's 
Gould Street plant in 1952 and a 75,000 
kilowatt unit scheduled for completion 
at the Riverside plant in 1953. 

Largest project to be started in 1952 is 
the initial installation at a new generat- 
ing the shore of the 


plant on west 


Patapsco River south of Hawkins Point 
This plant has been named the Herbert 
A. Wagner Plant in honor of Consolidated 
President from 1915 to 1942. The initial 
installation at the new Wagner Plant is 
estimated to cost approximately $25,000,- 
000 which includes a generating unit of 
125,000 kilowatt capacity, transmission 
facilities, and a considerable amount of 
other work required for future expansion 

The first unit is expected to be ready 
for service in 1955 and will be the largest 
unit in the Company's system. It will 
generate sufficient electricity to supply a 
city of 275,000 population. 

The new projects for 1952 also include 
over $12,000,000 for extending service to 
new electric and gas customers and for 
other improvements to the electric and 
gas distribution systems. This work in- 
cludes the building of five new electric 
substations and increasing the capacity 
of nine existing substations.
